On Washington’s Birthday holiday a year ago, the 
new school was dedicated and immediately put into 
use. An estimated 350 people, from several different 
towns, inspected the building before and after the ex- 
ercises and listened to the impressive program, a copy 
of which is preserved in this report. While there is 
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still opportunity for further development of the plant’s 
possibilities, the benefits already enjoyed have more 
than met expectations. The economy and usefulness 
of this structure have led to the school board’s being 
frequently consulted by other districts having similar 
problems. The North-Side Community Club gave a 
steel flagpole, set in the driveway circle. 


Last year there were 102 different pupils en- 
rolled in the schools of Nottingham. Of those not 
previously enrolled elsewhere, 48 were boys and 44 
were girls. The average daily membership was 92.8, 
of whom an average of 87.2 were in school and 5.6 
absent, making an attendance of 94%. Schools were 
in session 178 days. This, with two days allowed for 
teachers’ convention, fulfilled the state requirement 
of 180 days. District transportation was furnished 
to 86 pupils. A transportation map was made by Mr. 
True Chesley, gratis. 


The Joint Board of Supervisory Union No. 44 
met at the new school October 29. Miss Alice Baum- 
garner, state supervisor of fine arts instruction, was 
the speaker. The school district of Lee will become a 
part of the Oyster River Cooperative District July 1, 
1954, and be replaced by Milton as a part of Union 
No. 44.
